which before noon had flown more 
sorties than all day yesterday. 


Allied warships — among them 


the battleships Texas and Nevada 
and the cruisers Tuscaloosa 
and

guns which still were able lo sub- 
ject the invasion beachhead to spo- 
radic fire. 


The targets of the warships were 


principally the Nazis' mobile guns, 
for by now virtually all fixed posi- 
tion defense batteries were knocked 
out.

Under the old military principle of "scatter to live" these 
groups were to fade Into the jungle, cross the Irrawaddy 
at widely separated points arid make their way singly 
back to India. 
"Whatever you do," he counseled, "keep on the move. 
Wingate led his own group off in search of a safe bivouac 


where they could'rest and feed up for the return journey. 
They sent off their final messages and then killed their 
mules which had carried the wireless sets and heavy 


equipment. For six-days then they ate nothing but mule. 


The Brigadier enforced rigid security measures. Fires 


were lit only for half an hotlr before dawn and half an 
hour after dusk because smoke hanging over the trcelops 
might give them away in the daylight, whereas names 
could be seen for only a short distance through the jungle. 


At last Wingalc decided to make a second try at cross- 


If all went well, the homeward march 
would take fourteen days; his party now had five clays' 
paratroop rations apiece. Wingate jotted down In his note- 
book exactly what he would cat at each meal.

they were firing at us," said the 
Rangers.

two women snipers fired at them, 
but said that otherwise feminine 
reception was extremely friendly.

"We thought they were from one 
of our companies because they were 
carrying an American Bazooka gun. 


"We didn't challenge them be- 


cause it would have given away 
our spot, which wasn't much pro- 
tection as it was. There was a new 
kid I'd never seen before who was 
hilping me on the machine gun, 
and there also were Sgt. William 
Petty. Cohutta, Ga., and Carl Win- 
sch, Philadelphia." 


Just as the men got to the edge 


of the ditch a few yards away, 
Dix looked up again. 


"All of us suddenly realized they 


were Germans," Dix said. "I was 
sure of it by the shape of the 
helmeiit. They were as startled as 


as 1 was and jumped into the dilcl 
too. 


"I jumped back and pulled th 


trigger of my machine gun, whic 
was one we had captured. It jamn 
cd. It always jammed after a fe 
rounds and I had to open the cove 
and jerk out the cartridge. 


"I jumped back again just as 


one of our sergeants further up the 
hill saw tho..situ8Uon and cut loose 
with a .45. His bullet hit me square 
on the back of my helmet. It 
dazed me and knocked me flat, 
but didn't penetrate." 
• 


"Sergeant Petty hollered, 'keep 


your head down' Then he cut loose 
with Ihis automatic rifle, ;der|d 
center, down the middle of the 
ditch,right nito the place where the 
four Germans were standing. That 
ended them. There was no answer- 
ing fire and all I got out of it was 
a bump on Ihe head.", 


Sgt. Dix also told about a cap- 


tured German medic. 


"All of our medics were hurt 


themselves by sniper fire at the 
base of a cliff, or stayed on the 
beach to take care of our wounded 


said. "But this Ger- 
we picked up did 


there," Dix 
man medic 
good job. He wasn't worried at 
all about gunfire around him. After 
patching up all the wounded around 
him he would crawl out and help 
other men who were hurt. 


"He seemed perfectly happy pass 


ing out bandages and pills and 
when our own doctors later ex 
aniined the men he had treated 
they said he had done a swell job. 
He sure wasn't much like the rest 
ol the Germans we ran into."
